County terror 


Minister steps into row after council 
tax no vote prompts warning from PCC

AN MP has said he is trying to 
organise a meeting with the 
police minister to lobby for 
more funding after residents 
rejected a council tax increase 
to pay for more police officers. 

Andrew Selous, prisons min¬ 
ister and MP for South West 
Bedfordshire, said he is work¬ 
ing on ‘getting a date fixed’ for a 
meeting between all the 
Bedfordshire MPs and police 
minister Mike Penning. 

Last week, 207,551 residents 
voted against the county’s 
Police & Crime Commissioner 
Oily Martins’ plans to raise the 
police’s share of council tax by 
15.85 per cent to generate £4.5 
million and pay for 100 more 
officers across the county. 

After the vote, the PCC 
warned that the county was 
‘potentially a weak link in the 
fight against terrorism and 
organised crime’ as it did not 
have the same number of police 
officers as other forces. 

He also said the county was 
set to lose 135 police officers. 

Since the no vote, the PCC has 
come under fire and faced calls 
to resign. Bedfordshire Police 
now has to pay £600, 000 for 
new council tax slips being 
issued to residents. 

Richard Fuller, MP for Bedford 
& Kempston, said the PCC had 
‘demonstrated extraordinarily 
poor judgement’ in holding the 
referendum. 


He added: “It is a shame that 
£600k has been lost from our 
local police budget by Mr 
Martins’ ill-considered move. 

“In his statement after the 
rejection of his proposal, Mr 
Martins said ‘the underlying 
problem has not gone away’. 

“Mr Martins has got that right 
but he fails to understand that 
it is him and his judgements 
that are the underlying prob¬ 
lems.” 

However, the PCC hit back 
and branded his comments 
‘utter rubbish’. 

He said: “I am now receiving a 
steady flow of emails from peo¬ 
ple stating had they under¬ 
stood what they were being 
asked they would have vote 
‘yes’. 

“Of course given the legisla¬ 
tion makes it so difficult to get a 
‘yes’ vote, it is quite legitimate 
to ask why I risked a cost of 
£0.6m in holding a referendum. 

“The answer is that the peo¬ 
ple of Bedfordshire deserved 
an alternative to a 12 per cent 
reduction in the size of their 
police force and the loss of 135 
police officers due to the gov¬ 
ernment’s funding cuts.” 

The PCC received support in 
his criticism of the government 
from Luton South MP Gavin 
Shuker, who said he would con¬ 
tinue to ‘lobby this right wing 
Tory government, alongside

other Bedfordshire MPs, to get 
Luton the fair funding it 
deserves’. 

Mr Selous said officials had to 
‘accept the democratically 
expressed wishes of the people 
of Bedfordshire’. 

On Friday, Bedfordshire 
Police announced they were 
going to consult staff on a 
possible merger of their human 
resources and learning & 
development teams with those 
from the Cambridgeshire and 
Hertfordshire police forces. 

A spokeswoman from the 
Hertfordshire force said she 
was unable confirm if the 
proposals could lead to job 
losses until the consultation 
period was over. 

Under the plans, a single team 
leader for all three forces will 
be appointed in July this year.

Final defeat for 
in housing legal

A COUNCIL has lost in the last 
stage of a planning battle which 
has so far left taxpayers with a 
bill for a six-figure sum. 

The Court of Appeal has thrown 
out Luton Borough Council’s bid 
to overturn outline approval 
given by Central Bedfordshire 
Council to a development of 
5,150 homes and more than 
200,000 square metres of retail 
and industrial space near 
Houghton Regis. 

It follows a ruling last December 
by a High Court judge who dis¬ 
missed the council’s challenge as 
‘lacking legal merit’. 

In total, £207,803 has been 
spent by both councils in legal 
fees over both cases. 

A Luton council spokeswoman 
said the authority persisted with 


taking the case to the appeal 
court because it felt the cost of 
the legal fees could have been 
offset by potential access to 
‘hundreds of much-needed 
affordable homes’. 

Following the ruling, Central 
Bedfordshire councillor Nigel 
Young has said a detailed com¬ 
ment would be made once the 
full Court of Appeal judgment 
had been issued. 

The legal battle is part of 
a long-running dispute 
between the councils 
over the provision of 
housing for residents in 
both local authority 
areas. 

Luton has argued that 
Central Bedfordshire is not 
meeting its legal duty to co-oper¬ 
ate with neighbouring councils 
on planning matters. This issue 
was discussed at a separate hear-

ing in February by a planning 
inspector who criticised Central 
Bedfordshire for not working 
‘sufficiently’ with others over its 
development strategy. That hear¬ 
ing is now the subject of judicial 
review by Central Bedfordshire. 

A Luton council spokeswoman 
said the authority would now 
‘consider what action we take 
next, and in the meantime reiter¬ 
ates its request for Central 
Bedfordshire Council to 
agree to mediation 
around Luton’s unmet 
housing need’. 

She added: “Given 
the urgent need for 
affordable homes in 
Luton, this action is 
about protecting the town’s 
long-term future and employ¬ 
ment opportunities, therefore we 
are very disappointed with the 
outcome of this challenge.”

ILLEGAL MEAT PLANT SHUT DOWN 

BUSINESSES in Luton are being 
urged to check their meat and 
poultry suppliers after council 
officers closed down an illegal 
meat plant. 

Malik Nasar Ullah, 31, of 
Melrose Place in Watford, ran an 
illegal meat cutting plant from a 
shed in the Dallow area and was 
found to be buying large quanti¬ 
ties of meat, processing it in an 
unapproved premises and selling 
it on to other businesses in the 
local area. 

Walls, tables and equipment 
used for processing the chicken 
were covered in dried raw chick¬ 
en and blood, and the premises 
had not been pest proofed and 
there were dead flies in evidence. 

CLEARED OF ATTEMPTED MURDER 

A DUNSTABLE man has been 
found not guilty of firing a shot¬ 
gun through another man’s 
window despite sending him 
death threats on Facebook just 
days before. 

The jury heard how there was 
10 years of ‘bad blood’ between 
Aaron Poynter and Dean 
McAdam but Mr Poynter said he 
had been walking his dog when 
the shooting happened. 

Although Mr Poynter was 
cleared of five charges, including 
possessing a firearm with intent 
to endanger life, he was convict¬ 
ed of a sixth charge of possessing 
ammunition after police found 
cartridges in his kitchen cup¬ 
board. 

The judge sentenced him to 18 
months in prison, which will 
extend a jail sentence he is cur¬ 
rently serving by ten weeks. 

WOMAN STABBED DURING ROBBERY 

A WOMAN was stabbed in the leg 
after she was approached by two 
men in an alleyway on Monday. 

The 25-year-old was pushed to 
the ground before the men 
demanded she hand over her 
belongings during the attack 
between Ashburnham Road and 
Downs Road at about 9.30pm. 
The men then fled the scene. 

The offenders are both 
described as black and were 
wearing dark clothing. Detective 
Constable Tracey Litchfield said: 
“This was a nasty attack and 
we’re keen to trace those respon¬ 
sible as soon as possible.” 


Selous holds on to his Ministry of Justice role 


ANDREW Selous MP has kept his role 
as a minister in the reshuffle 
following last week’s election. 

On Wednesday it was announced 
Mr Selous had retained his position 
at the Ministry of Justice. 

The South West Bedfordshire MP, 
who was re-elected last week with a 
majority of almost 18,000 votes, will 
remain as the Minister for Prisons, 
Probation and Rehabilitation and his 
responsibilities will include trans¬ 
forming rehabilitation, prisons, pro¬ 
bation and the youth justice. 

Mr Selous said: “I am delighted to 
return to the Ministry of Justice to 
take on such an important role which 
has a real impact on the public.” 

He will be working under the new 
Justice Secretary Michael Gove, and 
was first elected as the Prisons 
Minister on July 16 last year. 

He becomes the second 
Bedfordshire MP to take on a minis¬ 
terial position in the new 
Conservative government, after 
Alistair Burt was appointed as Care 
and Support Minister.

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Fight back on to save 
village’s popular pub

A VILLAGE is gearing up for another 
battle to save a landmark pub after 
the seventh planning application to 
turn it into housing was submitted. 

The Bedford Arms, in Toddington 
High Street, was shut after it was sold 
to developers in 2011, around the 
same time as Charles Wells was 
raising funds for the £20m takeover 
of McEwans. 

After six unsuccessful applications 
in three years, yet another has now 
been submitted - this time to turn 
the popular boozer into a three bed¬ 
room house. And yet again, it has yet 
again been met by fierce opposition 
by the villagers. 

A number of complaints have been 
submitted to Central Bedfordshire 
Council and a petition, set up on 
Thursday by Alan Higgs and Dave 
Ward to save the pub, has also been 
passed around the village. 

Mr Higgs said: “It was wrong for it 
not to be sold as a going concern, as it 
was a real community asset as a 
family pub.” 

Mr Evans added: “It’s not the case 
that there isn’t the demand for pubs 
in the village either. The Cuckoo 
opened recently and you can hardly 
get through the door, it’s that busy. 
But it just doesn’t cater for the game 
groups as the Bedford Arms did.” 


Wendy Hardiman, who was the 
landlady of the pub until it was sold 
said: “We were there for around a 
year and a half and were warned that 
when we took over it could be sold, as 
nothing was happening with it. But 
when we left we had turned it around. 

“Other people wanted to buy it and 
keep it as a pub, but it was sold to 
developers. It’s bad what they’ve 
done to the villagers, I feel like they’re 
treading on the little man.” 

Central Bedfordshire Council’s 
regeneration and business develop¬ 


ment and infrastructure group man¬ 
ager, Andrew Davie, said: “Clearly, 
there are strong feelings towards The 
Bedford Arms and the proposal to 
use it as something other than a pub¬ 
lic house. A public consultation has 
begun regarding this planning appli¬ 
cation and a decision will not be 
made before this period ends in early 
June.” 

Both the former owners Charles 
Wells and S.R. Wood and Son, who 
are the property agents for the site, 
did not want to comment.

Time behind bars for 
perjury over shooting

A WOMAN caught up in a love triangle cried 
in the dock on Monday as she was jailed for 
lying to a jury. 

Nazeem Dad, 29, told the police that her 
drug dealer ex-boyfriend Shahzad Mahroof 
had threatened to get her accountant fiance, 
Atif Ali, killed seven days before he was 
gunned down on May 20, 2013. 

But when she and her sister Afjay Fatima, 35, 
gave evidence at Mahroof’s trial at Luton 
Crown Court they went back on their state¬ 
ments and were treated as hostile witnesses. 

In July last year Mahroof, a 29-year-old con¬ 
victed drug dealer, was jailed for life after 
being convicted of conspiracy to murder. 

The man he hired to carry out the shooting, 
Bernard Pillay, 42, was also convicted and 
jailed for life. 

The two sisters from Argyll Avenue, Luton, 
cried in the dock at the same court where they 
appeared for sentence having pleaded guilty 
to perjury. 

Dad was jailed for 12 months, while Fatima 
was sentenced to nine months. 

The sisters gave lengthy interviews saying 
Mahroof had issued the threats, but when 
they were called to give evidence they said 
they did not know the person. 

Elizabeth Dean, lawyer for Dad, said she had 
felt pressure because of her Muslim back¬ 
ground. 

The shooting has seen her disowned by her 
parents who have moved back to Pakistan 
and she has twice tried to commit suicide.

Royals reign in I ~ I

This week, Howard Chandler delves into the 
royal history of our streets. 


THE recent naming of Princess Charlotte 
Elizabeth Diana of Cambridge leads me to 
consider Luton streets with royal links. 

I have found 16 such streets, perhaps the 
most obvious being Victoria Street. More 
streets and states are said to be named after 
Queen Victoria than anyone else, with over 20 
in Greater London alone. 

This is not surprising as she reigned for 63 
years, during which time the British Empire 
and patriotic feeling was at its height. 

Leagrave had a Victoria Road until 1928 but 
when the borough boundaries were extended 
a new name was needed because of confu¬ 
sion with the existing Victoria Street. 

Empress Road was chosen as Victoria was 
proclaimed Empress of India in 1876. 

She did not attend the ceremony in her hon¬ 
our in India the following year, indeed she 
never visited India. I will leave readers to find 
the other street names with royal origins. 

Will Luton have a Charlotte Street at some 
point in the future?

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Hospice’s plea for 
end to fly tipping

A CLINICAL director at a 
hospice has said it is a dis¬ 
grace that people keep fly 
tipping and blocking the 
entrance to their premises. 

Liz Searle, clinical director 
at Keech Hospice, has plead¬ 
ed for fly tippers to stop tar¬ 
geting the charity, after she 
found building waste 
dumped on the lane which 
leads to the hospice in Great 
Bramingham Lane, Streatley. 

Central Bedfordshire 
Council, who said they are 
aware of the problem and 
monitor it regularly, sent 
workers to clear the rubbish 
on Monday. 

Ms Searle, who has been at 
the hospice for three years, 
said fly tipping had been a 
problem since she started 
working for them. She said: 
“This is a regular thing. 

“It can be anything from 
general rubbish to builders’ 
rubbish at the moment. 

“It does not make it any bet¬ 
ter but it’s not even dumped 
at the edge, it’s dumped in 
the middle of the road. 

“People who come to the 
hospice come because they 


are in difficult circumstanc¬ 
es but they have to slow down 
and go around it, and it’s not 
the calm environment you 
want to create. 

“We have patients that are 
transferred by ambulance 
and it’s not safe.” 

Central Bedfordshire 
Council said they did not 
have any estimates on the 
cost of having to continually 
clear up the waste 
A spokeswoman for the 
authority said they took the 


matter very seriously and 
would prosecute where there 
was sufficient evidence. 

Ms Searle added: “It’s a very 
sad state of affairs when peo¬ 
ple do not care about others.” 

“I had to slow down when I 
saw it but the last time it hap¬ 
pened I had to stop the car 
and actually get out and clear 
the rubbish. 

“People should not fly tip 
anywhere, but I just want to 
put a plea out to say do not do 
it.”

A SIX-YEAR-OLD girl who 
survived a brain tumour is 
taking part in a campaign to 
raise support for other chil¬ 
dren suffering with cancer. 

Zofeya Dorgu, from 
Kensworth, and her family 
will be sporting a wig this 
Wednesday for cancer charity 
CLIC Sargent’s ‘Wig 
Wednesday’ annual fund¬ 
raising event. 

The schoolgirl, who was 
diagnosed in July 2013, lost 
her hair during the surgery, 
chemotherapy and radiother¬ 
apy she had at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge. 

Noemi Dorgu, her mum, 
said: “Zofeya’s always had 
beautiful long, curly hair and 
she was quite upset when it 
started to fall out, so we 
decided that we would both 
go to the salon and get our 
hair shaved off. 

“I didn’t think it was fair for 
me to have long hair when she 
had to lose her lovely curls. I 
had no experience of child¬ 
hood cancer before Zofeya 
became ill.

The family received support 
from CLIC Sargent during 
Zofeya’s illness and are hop¬ 
ing to help them raise money 
for social workers and nurses. 

Noemi added: “Fighting 
cancer as a family is a long 
journey.

is not easy as a parent when 
all you want to do is protect 
your child from pain and this 
disease, which suddenly 
changes your life forever. 

“The amazing thing I have 
learned and seen over and 
over again is the courage of 
all those children who have to 
undergo difficult cancer 
treatment. 

“They still smile and play 
when they are able to and 
haven’t forgotten how to live 
in the moment.”

IT’s not often that you pay any 
attention to what is going 
behind the scenes when you 
are travelling through the air¬ 
port onto your holiday flight. 

After all, your mind is set on 
whichever sunny destination 
you will soon be spending the 
next few days in. 

The work it takes to ensure 
passengers reach their desti¬ 
nations in time and in good 
spirits is taken for granted. 

The airport has just 
announced its 13th consecu¬ 
tive month of passenger 
growth and is about to embark 
on a £100m expansion 
programme, so the site is 


slowly turning into a beehive 
of activity. 

In total, 8,600 people are 
contracted to work at the 
airport, although 671 work 
directly for the airport opera¬ 
tor across departments such 
as security, airside operations 
and motor transport. 

The day starts off with the 
‘first wave’, which is the early 
morning period where most 
of the passengers fly out and 
arrive. 

Ground handling staff (pro¬ 
vided by Swissport and 
Menzies Aviation) help planes 
dock at the correct place for 
passengers to disembark.

Doctor urges need 
for business degree

A BUSINESS degree can help 
modern doctors deal with 
their increased responsibili¬ 
ties and workloads, a GP has 
said. 

Dr Chirag Bakhai, 30, a GP 
from the Kingfisher Practice 
in Crawley Green Road is 
studying an MBA at the 
University of Bedfordshire 
and said he has been sur¬ 
prised by how much of the 
MBA is applicable to clinical 
practice. 

Dr Bakhai, who is originally 
from Essex and studied at 
University College London, is 
among a growing number of 
doctors taking up the qualifi¬ 
cation in order to gain new 
skills to help them deal with 
the demands of modern 
healthcare. 

He said: “There’s a big 
demand for GPs and people 
cannot fill GP posts. 

“In Luton there has been a 
struggle to recruit high qual¬ 
ity GPs. 

“When I talk to people about 
the degree they sound really 
excited. I think more people 
wish they knew about it. GPs 
are in a lucky position 



because more than before we 
can make decisions that can 
contribute to people’s health¬ 
care. In the last few years we 
have had more chance to 
influence healthcare because 
before, it was managers who 
decided where things were 
spent.” 

Dr Bahkai started the course 
in October last year, less than 
two months after he moved to 
the town to begin practicing 
medicine. 

He is doing it through the 


Luton Clinical Comm¬ 
issioning Group’s Future GP 
Leader programme. 

Dr Bakhai said: “I’ve been 
surprised by how much of the 
MBA is applicable to clinical 
practice. 

“I’ve gained greater insight 
into how people are effective¬ 
ly motivated and how they 
might respond to marketing. 

“I’ve used this in practice to 
help my patients lose weight, 
stop smoking and improve 
their diabetic control. 

“Thinking outside the box 
when handling really com¬ 
plex situations has been aided 
by techniques I’ve learned to 
mobilise my own creativity.” 

He also said that MBAs were 
not for everyone because of 
the time and commitment 
needed to complete the 
course, but added that they 
were hugely helpful. 

He said: “An MBA is more 
important now for modern 
doctors than ever before. 

“Healthcare budgets are 
finally in the hands of clini¬ 
cians with on-the-ground 
knowledge of an area, while 
demand for services is grow¬ 
ing and modern medical care 
is getting increasingly expen¬ 
sive.”

Strike grounds 
airline’s shares

A DISASTROUS April saw 
easyjet fall to the bottom of 
the FTSE 100 in the 
aftermath of strike action. 

A seven per cent drop in 
share prices was caused in 
part by strike action by 
French air traffic controllers 
(ATC), seeing the total value 
of the Luton-based company 
drop by £540m as a result. 

Workers were due to take 
action on March 26 and 27, 
but postponed their strikes in 


the aftermath of the 
Germanwings crash on 
March 24. However, they took 
action between April 8-9, 
which saw 600 easyjet flights 
cancelled, which played a big 
part in the hit the company 
took for the month. 

The controllers also threat¬ 
ened action for later in April 
and early May, but while no 
action was taken easyjet CEO 
Carolyn McCall has said this 
had an impact on people’s 
willingness to book flights in 
that period. 

The cancelled flights saw a 


£25m hole blown in pre-tax 
profits this year, which up 
until until March had taken- 
the airline £7m into the black, 
a very good performance 
considering the airline usu¬ 
ally performs slowly in the 
September-March half of the 
year. It was their first profit 
for that period since 2002. 

Mrs McCall said: “easyjet 
has delivered a record perfor¬ 
mance in the first half of the 
year by continuing to deliver 
its strategy of making travel 
easy and affordable for pas¬ 
sengers.”

VW Scirocco 

Take a look inside ... 


Volkswagen has updated the 
Scirocco, although you’d be for¬ 
given for not noticing. There’s 
some subtle styling tweaks and 
some modest interior changes 
but the bigger story is more 
power across the board cou¬ 
pled with better economy. 

At the top of the range, the 
powerhouse Scirocco R gets 
an entirely different engine. It’s 
still a 2.0-litre turbo driving the 
front wheels, but power now 
goes up to 280PS, up 15PS on 
the old unit. The other petrol 
engines comprise a 1.4-litre 
petrol with 125PS, and a 2.0-li¬ 
tre 180PS unit which replaces 
the previous 1.4-litre 160PS 
powerplant. 

The previous 21 OPS 2.0-litre 
TSI is given a shot in the arm 
to now generate 220PS. "Two 
diesel engines are offered, both 
2.0-litre units, with either 150 
or 184PS. Depending on power 
output, both petrol and diesel 
engines come with a choice 
of six-speed manual and six or 
seven-speed DSG gearboxes. 

Otherwise, things are much 
as before. The chassis remains 
unchanged and that’ll be good 
news for those looking for a 
genuinely competent handler. 


No, the Scirocco has never 
been quite as entertaining as, 
say, a Renaultsport Megane at 
the absolute limit but the deal 
has always been that owners 
would sacrifice 10 per cent of 
outright ability for 50 per cent 
better quality. 

If it ain’t broke, don’t facelift 
it has seemed to be the mantra 
as far as the Scirocco goes and 
most onlookers wouldn’t be 
able to spot the differences to 
the latest version unless they 
had two cars parked next to 
each other and a good amount 
of time. 

The Volkswagen Scirocco 
was a formula that didn’t need 
wholesale changes and with this 
product update, it hasn’t really 
got them. The under-bonnet 
updates are well worthwhile 
though, offering more power 
across the board teamed with 
better efficiency. 

The Scirocco’s formula has 
endured, with a notable hiatus, 
since 1974. Despite times 
changing, the basic premise 
hasn’t. If you want a coupe that 
looks good, is well screwed to¬ 
gether and which isn’t going to 
cost a fortune to run, Volkswa¬ 
gen has your back.

Tottenham prospect says 
Town spell was ‘eye opener’ 


HATTERS 


NATHAN Oduwa described his first taste of 
senior football with Luton Town as an ‘amaz¬ 
ing experience’ after returning to Premier 
League big boys Tottenham Hotspur. 

The 19-year-old winger signed on loan for the 
Hatters on Transfer Deadline Day in February 
and made 11 appearances - eight of those from 
the bench - as Town were ultimately unsuc¬ 
cessful in their bid to make the League Two 
play-offs. 

Oduwa found the challenges of playing in the 
Football League to be a world away from U21 
football at White Hart Lane, describing his 
time at Luton as an eye opener on Tottenham’s 
official website. 

He said: “It was an amazing experience play¬ 
ing in a men’s team week in, week out, fighting 
for promotion and playing in front of a big 
crowd. 

“You can see that the games are more impor¬ 
tant at senior level because you have people 
fighting for their lives, paying bills and every¬ 
thing, so every point counts, everything 
counts. 

“I would also say the tempo is more aggres¬ 
sive and it’s a higher tempo than U21s football, 
especially when you’ve got 10,000 fans cheer¬ 


ing your name. When that happens you just 
feel like saying to yourself ‘I’m a part of this’ 
and you know you have to do something with 
the ball every time you get it.” 

Spending much of his spell on the bench 
under Still also proved to be an important part 
of Oduwa’s football education. 

“Being out of the team was hard to deal with 
but that’s something where you’ve got to learn 
how to keep your head down and keep working 
because the manager is just finding the best 
players that he needs to get him the three 
points,” he said. 

“If he feels those players are going to do it 
then that’s the manager’s choice. 

“All I can do is just keep working in training, 
keep working hard and try to prove to him that 
I can help the cause. 

“My first loan experience has been a big eye- 
opener, finding out what it’s like to be around a 
senior team on a matchday after a loss or a win, 
and I hope that in some way I’ve been able to 
contribute something positive to Luton’s sea¬ 
son. 

“There were some big learning points that I 
took from it. 

“Sadly we didn’t make the play-offs but the 
fans were fantastic. 

I loved every minute of it and it was a good 
experience for me personally.”

“It’s not nice to have injuries in 
the squad. 


“When you look at the teams at 
the top I bet they rarely had any 
long term injuries,” the midfield¬ 
er said.
